RESOLUTION 


The 31st January 2006 
With a view to encouraging the students belonging to Other Backward Classes/ Socially 
& Educationally Backward Classes to prosecute their higher studies in the State of Orissa , 
State Governmenthave been pleased to implement the Scheme of Post-matric Scholarship 
sponsored by Governmentof India , Ministry of Social Justice & Empowerment. Keeping in 
view the conditions imposed by Government of India to take over the committed liabilities 
beyond the plan period and the capacity of the State Government to take over such additional 
financial burden , as well as the likely allocation of Central Assistance , the Scheme of 
Post-matric Scholarship has been devised . In selecting the cases, the courses which have 
higher potential for employment/income generation have been given priority. The details of 
the Scheme are appended . 

2. The following authorities in the State are authorised to issue Caste Certificate in favour 
of the students belonging to O.B.Cs./S . & E.B.Cs. for the purpose of such Scholarship . 

(a ) M. P./M . L. A. 
(b ) Collector/Additional DistrictMagistrate/ Sub - Collector 
(c) Executive Officer of the Municipality or N.A.C./Tahasildar/Additional Tahasildar/B.D.O . 
(d ) DistrictWelfare Officer/ Additional DistrictWelfare Officer.

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SCHEME OF POST-MATRIC SCHOLARSHIP 

FOR THE O.B.Cs. IN ORISSA 


1. Background 


1.1 The State Governmentwith financial support from Government of India, Ministry of 
Social Justice and Empowerment have introduced a schemeof Post-matric Scholarship for 
O.B.C. students. The objective of the scheme is to provide financial assistance to O.B.C. 
students studying at Post-matriculation or Post- secondary stage to enable them to complete 
their education . 


1.2 In view of the limitations imposed by the budgetary support available ,the Ministry 
of Social Justice and Empowermenthas advised the States to devise screening criteria so 
as to enable the deserving poor students with rural backgrounds to get priority .Keeping in 
view the ultimate necessity for taking over the committed liabilities and the capacity of the 
State Government to take over such additional financial burden , as well as the likely allocation 
of Central Assistance , the Government have devised the following Scholarship Plan for 
implementing the Scheme in the State . In selecting the cases , the courses , which have higher 
potential for employment/ income generation have been given priority . 


2. Scope 

The Scholarships will be awarded to the students belonging to Orissa for studies in 
Orissa only and will be admissible only to the students belonging to the O.B. C./S . & E.B.C. 
category . 

3. Conditions of Eligibility 

3.1. The Scholarship willbe opened to students belonging to Other Backward Classes 
as notified by the Central Government in respect of the State of Orissa and by the State 
Government from time to time. 

3.2. These scholarships will be given for prosecuting any of the recognised Post 
matriculation or Post- secondary courses listed below :

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3.3. (i) Students pursuing Post-Graduate Courses in Medicine /Surgery will be eligible if 
they are not allowed to practice during the period of their courses. Scholarship will notbe 
paid for the period of internship /housemanship in the M.B.B.S. Course or for a practical 
training in other course if the student is in receipt of some remuneration during the internship 
period or some allowance / stipend during the practical training in other course . 

( ii) Employed students whose income combined with the income of their parents / 
guardians does not exceed Rs . 44,500 per annum shall be eligible for post-matric 
scholarships. In case of unemployed students whose parents / guardians income from all 
sources does not exceed Rs. 44,500 per annum will be entitled for the scholarships under the 
scheme. 

(iii) Only two children of the same parents /guardians will be entitled to receive 
scholaships . This restriction will , however not apply to girls . Accordingly, scholarship availed 
by girls of same parents/ guardianswill notadversely affect admissibility ofavailing scholarship 
up to two boys of sameparents/ guardian . 

(iv) A scholarship holderunder this Scheme will not hold any other scholarship /stipend . If 
awarded any other scholarship /stipend , the students can exercise his/her option for either of 
the two scholarships / stipends,whichever is more beneficial to him /her and should inform the 
awarding authority through the head of the institution about the option made. No scholarship 
will be paid to the students under this scheme from the date he/ she accepts another 
scholarship / stipend . 

(v) Students who have already received coaching in any of the pre- examination training 
centres with financial assistance from the Government willnotbe eligible . 

NOTE (1)—So long as either ofthe parents (or husband in the case ofmarried unemployed 
girl student) is alive , only income ofthe parents /husband ,as the case may be, from all sources 
has to be taken into account and of no other members even though they maybe earning . In 
the form of income declaration , income is to be declared on this basis. Only in the case 
where both the parents (or husband in the case ofmarried butunemployed girl student) have 
died the income of the guardian who is supporting the student in his/her studies has to be 
taken into consideration . Such students whose parents income is affected due to unfortunate 
death of one ofearning parents and resultantly comes within the income ceiling prescribed 
under the scheme, shall become eligible for scholarship , subject to their fulfilling other conditions 
of eligibility from the month in which such sad incidence takes place . Applications for 
scholarships from such students can be considered even after lapse oflastdate of receiptof 
applications on compassionate grounds . 

NOTE (2 )—House Rent Allowance received by the parents of a student shallbe exempted 
from the computation of“ INCOME” if the same has been permitted to be exempted for purpose 
of Income Tax . 


NOTE (3 )—Income Certificate is required to be taken once only , i.e. atthe time of admission 
to courses which are continuing for more than one year.

5. Duration and Renewal of Awards 


(i) The award once made will be tenable from the stage at which it is given to the 
completion of course subject to good conduct and regularity in attendance .Itwillbe renewed 
from year to year provided that within a course ,which is continuous for a number of years, the 
scholar secures promotion to the next higher class irrespective of the fact whether such 
examinations are conducted by a University or the Institution . 

(ii) If an O.B.C. scholar pursuing Group A courses fails in the examination for the first 
time, the award may be renewed . For second land subsequentfailures in any class the student 
shall bear his/her own expenses until he /she secures promotion to the next higher class . 


(iii) If a scholar is unable to appear in the annual examination owing to illness and /or 
on accountof any other unforeseeable event, the award may be renewed for the next academic 
year on submission of medical certificate and/or other required sufficient proof to the 
satisfaction of the head of the institution and his/her certifying that the scholar would have 
passed had he appeared in the examination . 

( iv ) If according to the regulations of a University/Institution , a student is promoted to 
the next higher class even though he/ shemay nothave actually passed in lower class and is 
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required to take examination of the junior class again after sometime,he/she willbe entitled 
to scholarship for the class to which he /she is promoted if the studentis otherwise eligible for 
scholarship 


6. Other conditions for the Award 


(i) The scholarship is dependent on the satisfactory progress and conduct of the 
scholars . If it is reported by thehead of the institution at anytime that a scholar has by reasons 
of his/her own act or default failed to make satisfactory progress or has been guilty of 
misconduct such as resorting to or participating in strikes , irregularity in attendance without 
the permission of the authorities concerned etc., the authority sanctioning the scholarship 
may either cancel the scholarships or stop or withhold further payment for such period as it 
may think fit . 


( ii) If a student is found to have obtained a scholarship by false statement his /her 
scholarship willbe cancelled forthwith and the amount of the scholarship paid will be recovered 
at the discretion of the concerned State Government. The student concerned willbe blacklisted 
and debarred for scholarship in any scheme for ever. 

(iii) A scholarship awarded may be cancelled if the scholar changes the subject of the 
course of study for which the scholarship were originally awarded or changes the institution of 
study without prior approval of the State Government. The head of the institution shallreport 
such cases to them and stop paymentof the scholarship money. The amount already paid 
may also be recovered at the discretion of the State Government. 


(iv) A scholar is liable to refund the scholarship amount at the discretion of the State 
Government, if during the course of the year,the studies for which the scholarship has been 
awarded is discontinued by him /her. 

( v) The regulations can be changed at any time at the discretion of the State 
Government. 


7. Procedure for Award of Scholarship 


7. 1. Number of Awardees and Sanctioning Authority — The Scholarship will be 
sanctioned in respect of students under their jurisdiction by the following Sanctioning 
Authorities

6. Registrar, Berhampur University, Bhanja Vihar,Berhampur 
7. Registrar, Sambalpur University , Jyoti Vihar, Sambalpur 
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8. Registrar, O.U.A.T. , Bhubaneswar 
9. Registrar, Biju Pattanaik University ofTechnology 
10. Registrar,North Orissa University , Baripada 
11. Registar, Fakir Mohan University, Balasore 

which Sanctioning Authority will award scholarship in respectof the students belonging 
to which College /University /Department/Institution etc. has been indicated in the Annexure. 
The number of scholarships in respect of each course has also been specified in the Annexure . 
The total number of awardees specified for each course in the Annexure means the total 
number of awardees in each year of the course. For instance , if the B.Sc Engineering is for 4 
years and the total number of awardees mentioned is 617 that will mean the total number of 
students studying in 1st, 2nd , 3rd and 4th year together receiving scholarships . 

7.2. Procedure for Application— (i) Application complete in all respects shall be 
submitted to the head of the institution being attended by the candidates and shall be 
addressed to the Registrar of the University concerned /Director, Technical Education & 
Training /Director, Indian Medicine and Homoeopathy/Director, SCERT/ DMET as the 
case may be. 


(ii) The application for scholarship should be made in the prescribed form and should 
be accompanied by the following documents : 


Separate application forms have been prescribed for “ fresh " and renewal scholarship . 
( a ) One copy ofthe passport size photograph with signature of the student thereon 

( for fresh scholarship ). 
(b ) One attested copy of certificates/diploma/degree etc. in respect of all 

examinations passed which makes him eligible to study the course he is 

pursuing . 
(c) A certificate (in original) of caste duly signed by the competentauthority. 
(d ) An income declaration by the parents /guardians, stating definite income from 

all sources. 


( e ) A receipt in acknowledgement of the scholarship in the previous year on the 

form attached to the application only duly countersigned by the head of the 
institution concerned , if the applicantwas in receipt of a scholarship under this 

Scheme in the preceding year. 
(ii) Incomplete applications or applications received after the prescribed date willnot 
be considered . 


7.3. Criteria and Scrutiny of Applications — Each sanctioning authority , after receipt 
of the applications from the heads of the institutions, shall scrutinize those applications for 
selecting the eligible candidates for award of scholarships in respect of each course . The 
selection willbe made on the basis of the candidates position secured in the merit list in the 
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Common Entrance Examination / Joint Entrance Examination /Common Admission Test 
conducted for admission into the course , if any . In the absence of any Common Entrance 
Examination , the selection willbe on the basis of the marks, which is taken into consideration 
for adimission into a particular course . The Sanctioning Authority will thereafter prepare a list 
of awardees of the scholarship and forward a copy of the same to the Minorities & Backward 
Classes Welfare Department. Once a student is awarded scholarship for any course , he will 
continue to receive the scholarship till passing out of the course provided he is promoted to 
the nexthigher class . 


7.4 . Disbursement of Scholarship — The funds required for disbursement of the 
scholarship during the academic year shall be sent in advance to the concerned authority of 
the educational institution for disbursement and the same shall be disbursed in shape of 
Account Payee Cheque . The scholarship shall be paid for a period of 10 months in an 
academic year. After disbursement, the Disbursement Authority shall submit the 
acknowledgement/receipt from the concerned students to the sanctioning authority and keep 
a copy of the same for record . 


At the end of each academic year, the concerned institution shall furnish Utilisation 
Certificate to the Director (O.B.C.), M. & B.C. W. along with the details ofundisbursed amount.

The 31st January 2006 
With a view to encouraging the students belonging to Other Backward Classes/ Socially 
& Educationally Backward Classes to prosecute their higher studies in the State of Orissa , 
State Governmenthave been pleased to implement the Scheme of Post-matric Scholarship 
sponsored by Governmentof India , Ministry of Social Justice & Empowerment. Keeping in 
view the conditions imposed by Government of India to take over the committed liabilities 
beyond the plan period and the capacity of the State Government to take over such additional 
financial burden , as well as the likely allocation of Central Assistance , the Scheme of 
Post-matric Scholarship has been devised . In selecting the cases, the courses which have 
higher potential for employment/income generation have been given priority. The details of 
the Scheme are appended . 

2. The following authorities in the State are authorised to issue Caste Certificate in favour 
of the students belonging to O.B.Cs./S . & E.B.Cs. for the purpose of such Scholarship . 

(a ) M. P./M . L. A. 
(b ) Collector/Additional DistrictMagistrate/ Sub - Collector 
(c) Executive Officer of the Municipality or N.A.C./Tahasildar/Additional Tahasildar/B.D.O . 
(d ) DistrictWelfare Officer/ Additional DistrictWelfare Officer.

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SCHEME OF POST-MATRIC SCHOLARSHIP 

FOR THE O.B.Cs. IN ORISSA 


1. Background 


1.1 The State Governmentwith financial support from Government of India, Ministry of 
Social Justice and Empowerment have introduced a schemeof Post-matric Scholarship for 
O.B.C. students. The objective of the scheme is to provide financial assistance to O.B.C. 
students studying at Post-matriculation or Post- secondary stage to enable them to complete 
their education . 


1.2 In view of the limitations imposed by the budgetary support available ,the Ministry 
of Social Justice and Empowermenthas advised the States to devise screening criteria so 
as to enable the deserving poor students with rural backgrounds to get priority .Keeping in 
view the ultimate necessity for taking over the committed liabilities and the capacity of the 
State Government to take over such additional financial burden , as well as the likely allocation 
of Central Assistance , the Government have devised the following Scholarship Plan for 
implementing the Scheme in the State . In selecting the cases , the courses , which have higher 
potential for employment/ income generation have been given priority . 


2. Scope 

The Scholarships will be awarded to the students belonging to Orissa for studies in 
Orissa only and will be admissible only to the students belonging to the O.B. C./S . & E.B.C. 
category . 

3. Conditions of Eligibility 

3.1. The Scholarship willbe opened to students belonging to Other Backward Classes 
as notified by the Central Government in respect of the State of Orissa and by the State 
Government from time to time. 

3.2. These scholarships will be given for prosecuting any of the recognised Post 
matriculation or Post- secondary courses listed below :

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3.3. (i) Students pursuing Post-Graduate Courses in Medicine /Surgery will be eligible if 
they are not allowed to practice during the period of their courses. Scholarship will notbe 
paid for the period of internship /housemanship in the M.B.B.S. Course or for a practical 
training in other course if the student is in receipt of some remuneration during the internship 
period or some allowance / stipend during the practical training in other course . 

( ii) Employed students whose income combined with the income of their parents / 
guardians does not exceed Rs . 44,500 per annum shall be eligible for post-matric 
scholarships. In case of unemployed students whose parents / guardians income from all 
sources does not exceed Rs. 44,500 per annum will be entitled for the scholarships under the 
scheme. 

(iii) Only two children of the same parents /guardians will be entitled to receive 
scholaships . This restriction will , however not apply to girls . Accordingly, scholarship availed 
by girls of same parents/ guardianswill notadversely affect admissibility ofavailing scholarship 
up to two boys of sameparents/ guardian . 

(iv) A scholarship holderunder this Scheme will not hold any other scholarship /stipend . If 
awarded any other scholarship /stipend , the students can exercise his/her option for either of 
the two scholarships / stipends,whichever is more beneficial to him /her and should inform the 
awarding authority through the head of the institution about the option made. No scholarship 
will be paid to the students under this scheme from the date he/ she accepts another 
scholarship / stipend . 

(v) Students who have already received coaching in any of the pre- examination training 
centres with financial assistance from the Government willnotbe eligible . 

NOTE (1)—So long as either ofthe parents (or husband in the case ofmarried unemployed 
girl student) is alive , only income ofthe parents /husband ,as the case may be, from all sources 
has to be taken into account and of no other members even though they maybe earning . In 
the form of income declaration , income is to be declared on this basis. Only in the case 
where both the parents (or husband in the case ofmarried butunemployed girl student) have 
died the income of the guardian who is supporting the student in his/her studies has to be 
taken into consideration . Such students whose parents income is affected due to unfortunate 
death of one ofearning parents and resultantly comes within the income ceiling prescribed 
under the scheme, shall become eligible for scholarship , subject to their fulfilling other conditions 
of eligibility from the month in which such sad incidence takes place . Applications for 
scholarships from such students can be considered even after lapse oflastdate of receiptof 
applications on compassionate grounds . 

NOTE (2 )—House Rent Allowance received by the parents of a student shallbe exempted 
from the computation of“ INCOME” if the same has been permitted to be exempted for purpose 
of Income Tax . 


NOTE (3 )—Income Certificate is required to be taken once only , i.e. atthe time of admission 
to courses which are continuing for more than one year.

5. Duration and Renewal of Awards 


(i) The award once made will be tenable from the stage at which it is given to the 
completion of course subject to good conduct and regularity in attendance .Itwillbe renewed 
from year to year provided that within a course ,which is continuous for a number of years, the 
scholar secures promotion to the next higher class irrespective of the fact whether such 
examinations are conducted by a University or the Institution . 

(ii) If an O.B.C. scholar pursuing Group A courses fails in the examination for the first 
time, the award may be renewed . For second land subsequentfailures in any class the student 
shall bear his/her own expenses until he /she secures promotion to the next higher class . 


(iii) If a scholar is unable to appear in the annual examination owing to illness and /or 
on accountof any other unforeseeable event, the award may be renewed for the next academic 
year on submission of medical certificate and/or other required sufficient proof to the 
satisfaction of the head of the institution and his/her certifying that the scholar would have 
passed had he appeared in the examination . 

( iv ) If according to the regulations of a University/Institution , a student is promoted to 
the next higher class even though he/ shemay nothave actually passed in lower class and is

required to take examination of the junior class again after sometime,he/she willbe entitled 
to scholarship for the class to which he /she is promoted if the studentis otherwise eligible for 
scholarship 


6. Other conditions for the Award 


(i) The scholarship is dependent on the satisfactory progress and conduct of the 
scholars . If it is reported by thehead of the institution at anytime that a scholar has by reasons 
of his/her own act or default failed to make satisfactory progress or has been guilty of 
misconduct such as resorting to or participating in strikes , irregularity in attendance without 
the permission of the authorities concerned etc., the authority sanctioning the scholarship 
may either cancel the scholarships or stop or withhold further payment for such period as it 
may think fit . 


( ii) If a student is found to have obtained a scholarship by false statement his /her 
scholarship willbe cancelled forthwith and the amount of the scholarship paid will be recovered 
at the discretion of the concerned State Government. The student concerned willbe blacklisted 
and debarred for scholarship in any scheme for ever. 

(iii) A scholarship awarded may be cancelled if the scholar changes the subject of the 
course of study for which the scholarship were originally awarded or changes the institution of 
study without prior approval of the State Government. The head of the institution shallreport 
such cases to them and stop paymentof the scholarship money. The amount already paid 
may also be recovered at the discretion of the State Government. 


(iv) A scholar is liable to refund the scholarship amount at the discretion of the State 
Government, if during the course of the year,the studies for which the scholarship has been 
awarded is discontinued by him /her. 

( v) The regulations can be changed at any time at the discretion of the State 
Government. 


7. Procedure for Award of Scholarship 


7. 1. Number of Awardees and Sanctioning Authority — The Scholarship will be 
sanctioned in respect of students under their jurisdiction by the following Sanctioning

9. Registrar, Biju Pattanaik University ofTechnology 
10. Registrar,North Orissa University , Baripada

which Sanctioning Authority will award scholarship in respectof the students belonging 
to which College /University /Department/Institution etc. has been indicated in the Annexure. 
The number of scholarships in respect of each course has also been specified in the Annexure . 
The total number of awardees specified for each course in the Annexure means the total 
number of awardees in each year of the course. For instance , if the B.Sc Engineering is for 4 
years and the total number of awardees mentioned is 617 that will mean the total number of 
students studying in 1st, 2nd , 3rd and 4th year together receiving scholarships . 

7.2. Procedure for Application— (i) Application complete in all respects shall be 
submitted to the head of the institution being attended by the candidates and shall be 
addressed to the Registrar of the University concerned /Director, Technical Education & 
Training /Director, Indian Medicine and Homoeopathy/Director, SCERT/ DMET as the 
case may be. 


(ii) The application for scholarship should be made in the prescribed form and should 
be accompanied by the following documents : 


Separate application forms have been prescribed for “ fresh " and renewal scholarship . 
( a ) One copy ofthe passport size photograph with signature of the student thereon 

( for fresh scholarship ). 
(b ) One attested copy of certificates/diploma/degree etc. in respect of all 

examinations passed which makes him eligible to study the course he is 

pursuing . 
(c) A certificate (in original) of caste duly signed by the competentauthority. 
(d ) An income declaration by the parents /guardians, stating definite income from 

all sources. 


( e ) A receipt in acknowledgement of the scholarship in the previous year on the 

form attached to the application only duly countersigned by the head of the 
institution concerned , if the applicantwas in receipt of a scholarship under this 

Scheme in the preceding year. 
(ii) Incomplete applications or applications received after the prescribed date willnot 
be considered . 


7.3. Criteria and Scrutiny of Applications — Each sanctioning authority , after receipt 
of the applications from the heads of the institutions, shall scrutinize those applications for 
selecting the eligible candidates for award of scholarships in respect of each course . The 
selection willbe made on the basis of the candidates position secured in the merit list in the 
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Common Entrance Examination / Joint Entrance Examination /Common Admission Test 
conducted for admission into the course , if any . In the absence of any Common Entrance 
Examination , the selection willbe on the basis of the marks, which is taken into consideration 
for adimission into a particular course . The Sanctioning Authority will thereafter prepare a list 
of awardees of the scholarship and forward a copy of the same to the Minorities & Backward 
Classes Welfare Department. Once a student is awarded scholarship for any course , he will 
continue to receive the scholarship till passing out of the course provided he is promoted to 
the nexthigher class . 


7.4 . Disbursement of Scholarship — The funds required for disbursement of the 
scholarship during the academic year shall be sent in advance to the concerned authority of 
the educational institution for disbursement and the same shall be disbursed in shape of 
Account Payee Cheque . The scholarship shall be paid for a period of 10 months in an 
academic year. After disbursement, the Disbursement Authority shall submit the 
acknowledgement/receipt from the concerned students to the sanctioning authority and keep 
a copy of the same for record . 


At the end of each academic year, the concerned institution shall furnish Utilisation 
Certificate to the Director (O.B.C.), M. & B.C. W. along with the details ofundisbursed amount.

The 31st January 2006 
With a view to encouraging the students belonging to Other Backward Classes/ Socially 
& Educationally Backward Classes to prosecute their higher studies in the State of Orissa , 
State Governmenthave been pleased to implement the Scheme of Post-matric Scholarship 
sponsored by Governmentof India , Ministry of Social Justice & Empowerment. Keeping in 
view the conditions imposed by Government of India to take over the committed liabilities 
beyond the plan period and the capacity of the State Government to take over such additional 
financial burden , as well as the likely allocation of Central Assistance , the Scheme of 
Post-matric Scholarship has been devised . In selecting the cases, the courses which have 
higher potential for employment/income generation have been given priority. The details of 
the Scheme are appended . 

2. The following authorities in the State are authorised to issue Caste Certificate in favour 
of the students belonging to O.B.Cs./S . & E.B.Cs. for the purpose of such Scholarship . 

(a ) M. P./M . L. A. 
(b ) Collector/Additional DistrictMagistrate/ Sub - Collector 
(c) Executive Officer of the Municipality or N.A.C./Tahasildar/Additional Tahasildar/B.D.O . 
(d ) DistrictWelfare Officer/ Additional DistrictWelfare Officer.

Gazette and copies thereof sent to all Departments ofGovernment/all Heads of Department/ 
all Collectors and all other offices of the State Government.

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SCHEME OF POST-MATRIC SCHOLARSHIP 

FOR THE O.B.Cs. IN ORISSA 


1. Background 


1.1 The State Governmentwith financial support from Government of India, Ministry of 
Social Justice and Empowerment have introduced a schemeof Post-matric Scholarship for 
O.B.C. students. The objective of the scheme is to provide financial assistance to O.B.C. 
students studying at Post-matriculation or Post- secondary stage to enable them to complete 
their education . 


1.2 In view of the limitations imposed by the budgetary support available ,the Ministry 
of Social Justice and Empowermenthas advised the States to devise screening criteria so 
as to enable the deserving poor students with rural backgrounds to get priority .Keeping in 
view the ultimate necessity for taking over the committed liabilities and the capacity of the 
State Government to take over such additional financial burden , as well as the likely allocation 
of Central Assistance , the Government have devised the following Scholarship Plan for 
implementing the Scheme in the State . In selecting the cases , the courses , which have higher 
potential for employment/ income generation have been given priority . 


2. Scope 

The Scholarships will be awarded to the students belonging to Orissa for studies in 
Orissa only and will be admissible only to the students belonging to the O.B. C./S . & E.B.C. 
category . 

3. Conditions of Eligibility 

3.1. The Scholarship willbe opened to students belonging to Other Backward Classes 
as notified by the Central Government in respect of the State of Orissa and by the State 
Government from time to time. 

3.2. These scholarships will be given for prosecuting any of the recognised Post 
matriculation or Post- secondary courses listed below :

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3.3. (i) Students pursuing Post-Graduate Courses in Medicine /Surgery will be eligible if 
they are not allowed to practice during the period of their courses. Scholarship will notbe 
paid for the period of internship /housemanship in the M.B.B.S. Course or for a practical 
training in other course if the student is in receipt of some remuneration during the internship 
period or some allowance / stipend during the practical training in other course . 

( ii) Employed students whose income combined with the income of their parents / 
guardians does not exceed Rs . 44,500 per annum shall be eligible for post-matric 
scholarships. In case of unemployed students whose parents / guardians income from all 
sources does not exceed Rs. 44,500 per annum will be entitled for the scholarships under the 
scheme. 

(iii) Only two children of the same parents /guardians will be entitled to receive 
scholaships . This restriction will , however not apply to girls . Accordingly, scholarship availed 
by girls of same parents/ guardianswill notadversely affect admissibility ofavailing scholarship 
up to two boys of sameparents/ guardian . 

(iv) A scholarship holderunder this Scheme will not hold any other scholarship /stipend . If 
awarded any other scholarship /stipend , the students can exercise his/her option for either of 
the two scholarships / stipends,whichever is more beneficial to him /her and should inform the 
awarding authority through the head of the institution about the option made. No scholarship 
will be paid to the students under this scheme from the date he/ she accepts another 
scholarship / stipend . 

(v) Students who have already received coaching in any of the pre- examination training 
centres with financial assistance from the Government willnotbe eligible . 

NOTE (1)—So long as either ofthe parents (or husband in the case ofmarried unemployed 
girl student) is alive , only income ofthe parents /husband ,as the case may be, from all sources 
has to be taken into account and of no other members even though they maybe earning . In 
the form of income declaration , income is to be declared on this basis. Only in the case 
where both the parents (or husband in the case ofmarried butunemployed girl student) have 
died the income of the guardian who is supporting the student in his/her studies has to be 
taken into consideration . Such students whose parents income is affected due to unfortunate 
death of one ofearning parents and resultantly comes within the income ceiling prescribed 
under the scheme, shall become eligible for scholarship , subject to their fulfilling other conditions 
of eligibility from the month in which such sad incidence takes place . Applications for 
scholarships from such students can be considered even after lapse oflastdate of receiptof 
applications on compassionate grounds . 

NOTE (2 )—House Rent Allowance received by the parents of a student shallbe exempted 
from the computation of“ INCOME” if the same has been permitted to be exempted for purpose 
of Income Tax . 


NOTE (3 )—Income Certificate is required to be taken once only , i.e. atthe time of admission 
to courses which are continuing for more than one year.

5. Duration and Renewal of Awards 


(i) The award once made will be tenable from the stage at which it is given to the 
completion of course subject to good conduct and regularity in attendance .Itwillbe renewed 
from year to year provided that within a course ,which is continuous for a number of years, the 
scholar secures promotion to the next higher class irrespective of the fact whether such 
examinations are conducted by a University or the Institution . 

(ii) If an O.B.C. scholar pursuing Group A courses fails in the examination for the first 
time, the award may be renewed . For second land subsequentfailures in any class the student 
shall bear his/her own expenses until he /she secures promotion to the next higher class . 


(iii) If a scholar is unable to appear in the annual examination owing to illness and /or 
on accountof any other unforeseeable event, the award may be renewed for the next academic 
year on submission of medical certificate and/or other required sufficient proof to the 
satisfaction of the head of the institution and his/her certifying that the scholar would have 
passed had he appeared in the examination . 

( iv ) If according to the regulations of a University/Institution , a student is promoted to 
the next higher class even though he/ shemay nothave actually passed in lower class and is 
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required to take examination of the junior class again after sometime,he/she willbe entitled 
to scholarship for the class to which he /she is promoted if the studentis otherwise eligible for 
scholarship 


6. Other conditions for the Award 


(i) The scholarship is dependent on the satisfactory progress and conduct of the 
scholars . If it is reported by thehead of the institution at anytime that a scholar has by reasons 
of his/her own act or default failed to make satisfactory progress or has been guilty of 
misconduct such as resorting to or participating in strikes , irregularity in attendance without 
the permission of the authorities concerned etc., the authority sanctioning the scholarship 
may either cancel the scholarships or stop or withhold further payment for such period as it 
may think fit . 


( ii) If a student is found to have obtained a scholarship by false statement his /her 
scholarship willbe cancelled forthwith and the amount of the scholarship paid will be recovered 
at the discretion of the concerned State Government. The student concerned willbe blacklisted 
and debarred for scholarship in any scheme for ever. 

(iii) A scholarship awarded may be cancelled if the scholar changes the subject of the 
course of study for which the scholarship were originally awarded or changes the institution of 
study without prior approval of the State Government. The head of the institution shallreport 
such cases to them and stop paymentof the scholarship money. The amount already paid 
may also be recovered at the discretion of the State Government. 


(iv) A scholar is liable to refund the scholarship amount at the discretion of the State 
Government, if during the course of the year,the studies for which the scholarship has been 
awarded is discontinued by him /her. 

( v) The regulations can be changed at any time at the discretion of the State 
Government. 


7. Procedure for Award of Scholarship 


7. 1. Number of Awardees and Sanctioning Authority — The Scholarship will be 
sanctioned in respect of students under their jurisdiction by the following Sanctioning

9. Registrar, Biju Pattanaik University ofTechnology 
10. Registrar,North Orissa University , Baripada

which Sanctioning Authority will award scholarship in respectof the students belonging 
to which College /University /Department/Institution etc. has been indicated in the Annexure. 
The number of scholarships in respect of each course has also been specified in the Annexure . 
The total number of awardees specified for each course in the Annexure means the total 
number of awardees in each year of the course. For instance , if the B.Sc Engineering is for 4 
years and the total number of awardees mentioned is 617 that will mean the total number of 
students studying in 1st, 2nd , 3rd and 4th year together receiving scholarships . 

7.2. Procedure for Application— (i) Application complete in all respects shall be 
submitted to the head of the institution being attended by the candidates and shall be 
addressed to the Registrar of the University concerned /Director, Technical Education & 
Training /Director, Indian Medicine and Homoeopathy/Director, SCERT/ DMET as the 
case may be. 


(ii) The application for scholarship should be made in the prescribed form and should 
be accompanied by the following documents : 


Separate application forms have been prescribed for “ fresh " and renewal scholarship . 
( a ) One copy ofthe passport size photograph with signature of the student thereon 

( for fresh scholarship ). 
(b ) One attested copy of certificates/diploma/degree etc. in respect of all 

examinations passed which makes him eligible to study the course he is 

pursuing . 
(c) A certificate (in original) of caste duly signed by the competentauthority. 
(d ) An income declaration by the parents /guardians, stating definite income from 

all sources. 


( e ) A receipt in acknowledgement of the scholarship in the previous year on the 

form attached to the application only duly countersigned by the head of the 
institution concerned , if the applicantwas in receipt of a scholarship under this 

Scheme in the preceding year. 
(ii) Incomplete applications or applications received after the prescribed date willnot 
be considered . 


7.3. Criteria and Scrutiny of Applications — Each sanctioning authority , after receipt 
of the applications from the heads of the institutions, shall scrutinize those applications for 
selecting the eligible candidates for award of scholarships in respect of each course . The 
selection willbe made on the basis of the candidates position secured in the merit list in the 
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Common Entrance Examination / Joint Entrance Examination /Common Admission Test 
conducted for admission into the course , if any . In the absence of any Common Entrance 
Examination , the selection willbe on the basis of the marks, which is taken into consideration 
for adimission into a particular course . The Sanctioning Authority will thereafter prepare a list 
of awardees of the scholarship and forward a copy of the same to the Minorities & Backward 
Classes Welfare Department. Once a student is awarded scholarship for any course , he will 
continue to receive the scholarship till passing out of the course provided he is promoted to 
the nexthigher class . 


7.4 . Disbursement of Scholarship — The funds required for disbursement of the 
scholarship during the academic year shall be sent in advance to the concerned authority of 
the educational institution for disbursement and the same shall be disbursed in shape of 
Account Payee Cheque . The scholarship shall be paid for a period of 10 months in an 
academic year. After disbursement, the Disbursement Authority shall submit the 
acknowledgement/receipt from the concerned students to the sanctioning authority and keep 
a copy of the same for record . 


At the end of each academic year, the concerned institution shall furnish Utilisation 
Certificate to the Director (O.B.C.), M. & B.C. W. along with the details ofundisbursed amount.

With a view to encouraging the students belonging to Other Backward Classes/ Socially 
& Educationally Backward Classes to prosecute their higher studies in the State of Orissa , 
State Governmenthave been pleased to implement the Scheme of Post-matric Scholarship 
sponsored by Governmentof India , Ministry of Social Justice & Empowerment. Keeping in 
view the conditions imposed by Government of India to take over the committed liabilities 
beyond the plan period and the capacity of the State Government to take over such additional 
financial burden , as well as the likely allocation of Central Assistance , the Scheme of 
Post-matric Scholarship has been devised . In selecting the cases, the courses which have 
higher potential for employment/income generation have been given priority. The details of 
the Scheme are appended . 

2. The following authorities in the State are authorised to issue Caste Certificate in favour 
of the students belonging to O.B.Cs./S . & E.B.Cs. for the purpose of such Scholarship . 

(a ) M. P./M . L. A. 
(b ) Collector/Additional DistrictMagistrate/ Sub - Collector 
(c) Executive Officer of the Municipality or N.A.C./Tahasildar/Additional Tahasildar/B.D.O . 
(d ) DistrictWelfare Officer/ Additional DistrictWelfare Officer. 

ORDER - Ordered that the Resolution be published in the extraordinary issue of the Orissa 
Gazette and copies thereof sent to all Departments ofGovernment/all Heads of Department/ 
all Collectors and all other offices of the State Government.

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SCHEME OF POST-MATRIC SCHOLARSHIP 

FOR THE O.B.Cs. IN ORISSA 


1. Background 


1.1 The State Governmentwith financial support from Government of India, Ministry of 
Social Justice and Empowerment have introduced a schemeof Post-matric Scholarship for 
O.B.C. students. The objective of the scheme is to provide financial assistance to O.B.C. 
students studying at Post-matriculation or Post- secondary stage to enable them to complete 
their education . 


1.2 In view of the limitations imposed by the budgetary support available ,the Ministry 
of Social Justice and Empowermenthas advised the States to devise screening criteria so 
as to enable the deserving poor students with rural backgrounds to get priority .Keeping in 
view the ultimate necessity for taking over the committed liabilities and the capacity of the 
State Government to take over such additional financial burden , as well as the likely allocation 
of Central Assistance , the Government have devised the following Scholarship Plan for 
implementing the Scheme in the State . In selecting the cases , the courses , which have higher 
potential for employment/ income generation have been given priority . 


2. Scope 

The Scholarships will be awarded to the students belonging to Orissa for studies in 
Orissa only and will be admissible only to the students belonging to the O.B. C./S . & E.B.C. 
category . 

3. Conditions of Eligibility 

3.1. The Scholarship willbe opened to students belonging to Other Backward Classes 
as notified by the Central Government in respect of the State of Orissa and by the State 
Government from time to time. 

3.2. These scholarships will be given for prosecuting any of the recognised Post 
matriculation or Post- secondary courses listed below :

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3.3. (i) Students pursuing Post-Graduate Courses in Medicine /Surgery will be eligible if 
they are not allowed to practice during the period of their courses. Scholarship will notbe 
paid for the period of internship /housemanship in the M.B.B.S. Course or for a practical 
training in other course if the student is in receipt of some remuneration during the internship 
period or some allowance / stipend during the practical training in other course . 

( ii) Employed students whose income combined with the income of their parents / 
guardians does not exceed Rs . 44,500 per annum shall be eligible for post-matric 
scholarships. In case of unemployed students whose parents / guardians income from all 
sources does not exceed Rs. 44,500 per annum will be entitled for the scholarships under the 
scheme. 

(iii) Only two children of the same parents /guardians will be entitled to receive 
scholaships . This restriction will , however not apply to girls . Accordingly, scholarship availed 
by girls of same parents/ guardianswill notadversely affect admissibility ofavailing scholarship 
up to two boys of sameparents/ guardian . 

(iv) A scholarship holderunder this Scheme will not hold any other scholarship /stipend . If 
awarded any other scholarship /stipend , the students can exercise his/her option for either of 
the two scholarships / stipends,whichever is more beneficial to him /her and should inform the 
awarding authority through the head of the institution about the option made. No scholarship 
will be paid to the students under this scheme from the date he/ she accepts another 
scholarship / stipend . 

(v) Students who have already received coaching in any of the pre- examination training 
centres with financial assistance from the Government willnotbe eligible . 

NOTE (1)—So long as either ofthe parents (or husband in the case ofmarried unemployed 
girl student) is alive , only income ofthe parents /husband ,as the case may be, from all sources 
has to be taken into account and of no other members even though they maybe earning . In 
the form of income declaration , income is to be declared on this basis. Only in the case 
where both the parents (or husband in the case ofmarried butunemployed girl student) have 
died the income of the guardian who is supporting the student in his/her studies has to be 
taken into consideration . Such students whose parents income is affected due to unfortunate 
death of one ofearning parents and resultantly comes within the income ceiling prescribed 
under the scheme, shall become eligible for scholarship , subject to their fulfilling other conditions 
of eligibility from the month in which such sad incidence takes place . Applications for 
scholarships from such students can be considered even after lapse oflastdate of receiptof 
applications on compassionate grounds . 

NOTE (2 )—House Rent Allowance received by the parents of a student shallbe exempted 
from the computation of“ INCOME” if the same has been permitted to be exempted for purpose 
of Income Tax . 


NOTE (3 )—Income Certificate is required to be taken once only , i.e. atthe time of admission 
to courses which are continuing for more than one year.

5. Duration and Renewal of Awards 


(i) The award once made will be tenable from the stage at which it is given to the 
completion of course subject to good conduct and regularity in attendance .Itwillbe renewed 
from year to year provided that within a course ,which is continuous for a number of years, the 
scholar secures promotion to the next higher class irrespective of the fact whether such 
examinations are conducted by a University or the Institution . 

(ii) If an O.B.C. scholar pursuing Group A courses fails in the examination for the first 
time, the award may be renewed . For second land subsequentfailures in any class the student 
shall bear his/her own expenses until he /she secures promotion to the next higher class . 


(iii) If a scholar is unable to appear in the annual examination owing to illness and /or 
on accountof any other unforeseeable event, the award may be renewed for the next academic 
year on submission of medical certificate and/or other required sufficient proof to the 
satisfaction of the head of the institution and his/her certifying that the scholar would have 
passed had he appeared in the examination . 

( iv ) If according to the regulations of a University/Institution , a student is promoted to 
the next higher class even though he/ shemay nothave actually passed in lower class and is 
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required to take examination of the junior class again after sometime,he/she willbe entitled 
to scholarship for the class to which he /she is promoted if the studentis otherwise eligible for 
scholarship 


6. Other conditions for the Award 


(i) The scholarship is dependent on the satisfactory progress and conduct of the 
scholars . If it is reported by thehead of the institution at anytime that a scholar has by reasons 
of his/her own act or default failed to make satisfactory progress or has been guilty of 
misconduct such as resorting to or participating in strikes , irregularity in attendance without 
the permission of the authorities concerned etc., the authority sanctioning the scholarship 
may either cancel the scholarships or stop or withhold further payment for such period as it 
may think fit . 


( ii) If a student is found to have obtained a scholarship by false statement his /her 
scholarship willbe cancelled forthwith and the amount of the scholarship paid will be recovered 
at the discretion of the concerned State Government. The student concerned willbe blacklisted 
and debarred for scholarship in any scheme for ever. 

(iii) A scholarship awarded may be cancelled if the scholar changes the subject of the 
course of study for which the scholarship were originally awarded or changes the institution of 
study without prior approval of the State Government. The head of the institution shallreport 
such cases to them and stop paymentof the scholarship money. The amount already paid 
may also be recovered at the discretion of the State Government. 


(iv) A scholar is liable to refund the scholarship amount at the discretion of the State 
Government, if during the course of the year,the studies for which the scholarship has been 
awarded is discontinued by him /her. 

( v) The regulations can be changed at any time at the discretion of the State 
Government. 


7. Procedure for Award of Scholarship 


7. 1. Number of Awardees and Sanctioning Authority — The Scholarship will be 
sanctioned in respect of students under their jurisdiction by the following Sanctioning

9. Registrar, Biju Pattanaik University ofTechnology 
10. Registrar,North Orissa University , Baripada

which Sanctioning Authority will award scholarship in respectof the students belonging 
to which College /University /Department/Institution etc. has been indicated in the Annexure. 
The number of scholarships in respect of each course has also been specified in the Annexure . 
The total number of awardees specified for each course in the Annexure means the total 
number of awardees in each year of the course. For instance , if the B.Sc Engineering is for 4 
years and the total number of awardees mentioned is 617 that will mean the total number of 
students studying in 1st, 2nd , 3rd and 4th year together receiving scholarships . 

7.2. Procedure for Application— (i) Application complete in all respects shall be 
submitted to the head of the institution being attended by the candidates and shall be 
addressed to the Registrar of the University concerned /Director, Technical Education & 
Training /Director, Indian Medicine and Homoeopathy/Director, SCERT/ DMET as the 
case may be. 


(ii) The application for scholarship should be made in the prescribed form and should 
be accompanied by the following documents : 


Separate application forms have been prescribed for “ fresh " and renewal scholarship . 
( a ) One copy ofthe passport size photograph with signature of the student thereon 

( for fresh scholarship ). 
(b ) One attested copy of certificates/diploma/degree etc. in respect of all 

examinations passed which makes him eligible to study the course he is 

pursuing . 
(c) A certificate (in original) of caste duly signed by the competentauthority. 
(d ) An income declaration by the parents /guardians, stating definite income from 

all sources. 


( e ) A receipt in acknowledgement of the scholarship in the previous year on the 

form attached to the application only duly countersigned by the head of the 
institution concerned , if the applicantwas in receipt of a scholarship under this 

Scheme in the preceding year. 
(ii) Incomplete applications or applications received after the prescribed date willnot 
be considered . 


7.3. Criteria and Scrutiny of Applications — Each sanctioning authority , after receipt 
of the applications from the heads of the institutions, shall scrutinize those applications for 
selecting the eligible candidates for award of scholarships in respect of each course . The 
selection willbe made on the basis of the candidates position secured in the merit list in the 
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Common Entrance Examination / Joint Entrance Examination /Common Admission Test 
conducted for admission into the course , if any . In the absence of any Common Entrance 
Examination , the selection willbe on the basis of the marks, which is taken into consideration 
for adimission into a particular course . The Sanctioning Authority will thereafter prepare a list 
of awardees of the scholarship and forward a copy of the same to the Minorities & Backward 
Classes Welfare Department. Once a student is awarded scholarship for any course , he will 
continue to receive the scholarship till passing out of the course provided he is promoted to 
the nexthigher class . 


7.4 . Disbursement of Scholarship — The funds required for disbursement of the 
scholarship during the academic year shall be sent in advance to the concerned authority of 
the educational institution for disbursement and the same shall be disbursed in shape of 
Account Payee Cheque . The scholarship shall be paid for a period of 10 months in an 
academic year. After disbursement, the Disbursement Authority shall submit the 
acknowledgement/receipt from the concerned students to the sanctioning authority and keep 
a copy of the same for record . 


At the end of each academic year, the concerned institution shall furnish Utilisation 
Certificate to the Director (O.B.C.), M. & B.C. W. along with the details ofundisbursed amount.
